Middletown Township Supervis­ 
or Walter Farley Jr. reported to­ 
day that servicemen living in the 
township are being asked to pay 
la $15 head tax by the township 
school board, although the school 
I board has previously agreed to 
; exonerate servicemen from pay­ 
in g. 


In fact, said Farley, the delin­ 
quent tax collector, 
is posting 
signs on servicem en’s h o m e s 
threatening them 
with 
sale 
of 
their belongings if they do not 
pay. This action started yester­ 
day, he said. 


Farley said the township tax 
collector’s office was swamped 
with complaints this morning. 


No rma lly Ex o nera ted 


The names of servicemen are 
normally exonerated, along with 
deceased residents and those who 
have moved, 
from 
paying 
the 
head tax, Farley said. 


The tax is levied on residents 
over 21 and usually amounts to 
$30 per family, Farley said. 


“This indicates two things to 
m e,” Farley reported, “ that the 
tax is improper, hard to adm inis­ 
ter, and that the school board is 
not doing their job properly be 
cause they are sending too many 
names to the delinquent tax col­ 
lector for collection.”

He said other taxes are collect­ 
ed at a more than 95 per cent 
rate, but that only about 8 1 per 
cent of per capita taxes are col­ 
lected. 


The school board’s delinquent 
tax collection firm is located in 
West Chester, (Pa.)

S. Kiem said the delinquent tax 
collector is making the rounds, 
verifying who owes money. He 
said the collector is posting the 
homes if no one is at home. The 
residents have a right to appeal, 
he said.

School Board 
Asks Military 


ToPay Taxes 


Middletown Township Supervis­ 
or Walter Farley Jr. reported to­ 
day that servicemen living in the 
township are being asked to pay 
a $15 head tax by the township 
school board, although the school 
board has previously agreed to 
exonerate servicemen from pay 
ing. 


In fact, said Farley, the delin 
quent tax collector, is posting 
signs on servicemen’s h o m e s 
threatening them with 
sale of 
their belongings if they do not 
pay. This action started yester­ 
day, he said. 


Farley said the township tax 
collector's office was swamped 
with complaints this morning. 


Normally Exonerated 


The names of servicemen are 
normally exonerated, along with 
deceased residents and those who 
have moved, from paying the 
head tax, Farley said. 


The tax is levied on residents 
over 21 and usually amounts to 
$30 per family, Farley said.
